The  Barnstable  game  was  one  of  the-  sloppiest  games  in  many  a  year.  We  went 
d(jwa  to  rhe  Cape  in  a  pouring  rain.  When  we  arrived  at  the  field,  it  was  covered  with 
water,  and  during  the  first  half  neither  team  did  much,  Barnstable  scoring  only  one 
touchdown.  In  the  second  half  of  the  game  Canton  received  its  lone  touchdown,  a  52 
yard  run  by  Robert  Russell.

Oliver  Arncs  of  North  Easton  came  to  Canton  with  a  record  of  twenty-four  straight 
games  without  a  loss.  Canton  could  not  move  the  ball  during  the  first  half,  while 
Oliver  Ames  ran  up  26  points.  In  the  second  half  Canton  held  Oliver  Ames  to  only 
one  touchdown.
